Even to persons well versed on 
Scientilic progress, (his project seems 
astounding Foley science instruec- 
tor Alfred A. Lease says this of his 
Students: “Their accomplishments 
would make some college graduate 
look on with envy." 

When I walked into the chemistry 
laboratory of Foley High School, 
Lease and the two inventors were 
pulting the Thinker through its 
trial] performance. It had just writ- 
ten its first word: M-A-R-C-H. This 
was the month in which it was com- 
pleted. As I walked in, the machine 
Wis Writing L-E-A-S-E, clearly, in 
nearly square letters, slanted slightly 
left about an inch high. 

“Ask it any question you like,” 
suggested the students, 

The machine has three units: The 
main compartment, about six feet 
long, three feet wide and four feet 
high, contains the “brain”; the sec- 
ond unit holds the counting and 
spelling mechanisms, and the third 
houses the writing apparatus 

On the centra) unit are five 
switches and five warning lights to 
indicate which switch is on. These 
switches contro] the areas in which 
questions can be asked Cube-root 
and square-root answer each cone 
trolled from a separate switch, are 
kiven on the numbered unit. There 
is a sWitch for longhand writing and 
one for answering current events. 
Phe fifth switeh directs multiphca- 
tion answers 

On the number-letter unit, one 
dial points tO numbers 0 to 9, to a 
period and to Yes and No. Another 
dial points to letters A to W. The 
mathematical answers are given 
through this unit along with answers 
that are spelled out. In writing unit 
a pen, hovering over a stack of pa- 
per, is held and directed by two 
meta] “seesaw” fingers 

I asked the machine for the square 
root of 98 (In asking questions 
through a michrophone worn about 
the neck, each inquiry must be pre- 
faced With “Now " 

“Now Lease ordered, “give 
me the square root of 98." As he 
said this he pronounced the words 
distinctly and counted on his fin- 
gers. Pronunciation must be clear 
counted since in- 
quiries must be limited to ten syll- 
ables 

Slowly the Number dial pointed 
out the answer, First to 9. Then to

to 9 That Was the correct answer,

Neither Lease nor the boys will 
tell exactly how the Thinker func- 
tions, The “magic brain” is. still 
under wraps because of possibilities 
of patents, This much of an explan- 
ation is given: 


First the Thinker is a facsimile 
type of machine. It reproduces ans- 
wers given to it, but it can't think 
for itself, 

An audible word, signal or sen- 
tence is spoken into the mike and 
is Carried to the centreal “nervous 
system” or “brain.” Here the ques- 
tion is acted upon and answered by 
relaying electrical impulses over 
to a recelving apparatus Which chan- 
ues the impulses back into intelligible 
answers 

It does not involve anything bas- 
leally original Lease, who advised 
the boys, stressed that "we make ab- 
solutely no claims of discovering any 
lew scientilic phenomena.” 

It is unique because it applies old 
principles in a completely new and 
different way, according to Lease 
He explained it this way: 

“A professor once told me that 
the only difference between an en- 
uineer and anyone else is that what 
takes others 100 hours to do, an 
engineer can do in one hour, About 
the same thing is the case here.” 

The machine parts--mostly scraps 

ave worth about $120. The boys 
estimated their actual labor at 560 
hours each day. At a dollar an how 
the total cost would run a little over 
$1000. It's powered by regular house- 
hold current, and uses about 200 
watts 

Phe Thinker is built largely around 
the molecular theory of magnetism. 
the clectromagnetic theory and the 
theory of electromagnetic induction, 
In other words, it is as simple as the 
common bar magnet, the electric 
motor, the electric generator and 
the transformer. It deals with in- 
ductance und inductive reactance, as 
applied in pulsating direct-current 
and alternating-current circuits, 

The inventors emphasize that it 
is a completely “closed circuit” de- 
vice, usine no form of radio-type 
transmitter or receiver. The ma- 
chine Was originally designed to be

There is also a little robot. Versa) 
Cross, 17, the senior student who 
built it calls it a Doodlebug or Snail 
The Snail follows a beam of light 
and, having lost it, searches until 
it finds the Nght again.

Foy more recreational project, sen- 
iors Thomas Wildman and Gordon 
Viste both 17, connected an “elec- 
tronic brain’ to an electric train. 
A spoken command causes the train 
to stop, go forward or back up. The 
brain changes the sound waves of 
the voice into electrical currents. 
These are sent to the controls of a 
regular electric-train set.

The train works just like an old 
Iron Horse, too. Using “whoa” for 
the one-syllable command, the train 
stops.

The more or- 
dinary commands are “stop,” “go 
forward” and “back up.’

The plan is expected to be op- 
posed by the Hudson's Bay Oil and 
Gas Company Ltd., which is under- 
stood to have an alternative plan 
to pipe Sundre-Westward Ho oil to 
the north. Details of this plan will 
not be made known within the next 
few days. 

The relatively new and rapidly de- 
veloping Sundre-Westdard Ho field 
is 60 miles northwest of Calgary. 
Cremona Pipe Line Co., organized 
chiefly by the United Home-Fed- 
erated team, would bring crude oil 
to the Calgary refining area. 

The Calgary market presently 1s 
served by pipeline from Turner Val- 
ley and by tank car from numerous 
fields in southern and central Al- 
berta. Turner Valley oi] output has 
been declining for many years. 

John Scrymgeour, vice-president of 
United Oils Ltd., said today that the 
Calgary area north as far as Sundre 
“ig showing preliminary signs of 
becoming an important oi] and gas 
producing region.” 

“The first step in marketing this oil 
should be a pipline to Calgary,"’ Mr. 
Scrymgeeur said. “Geographcally, a 
short line to Calgary would start 
to provide this market again with 
a stable source of light crude. Cal- 
gary can once again become as im- 
portant maketing and refining cen- 
tre.” 

Principa] operators at Sundre- 
Westward Ho have been United- 
Home-Federated, Hudson’s’ Bay, 
Shell Oil Company, Canadian Su- 
perior Oils, the Calgary-Edmonton 
Corporation, Great Plains Develop- 
ment and Triad Oi] Company, 

Development of the area dates 
back only to 1954, when Canadian 
Superior drilled a well, Robertson 
No. 9-26, which found wet gas in 
the Mississipian formation 

Great Plains followed up with 
Elkton No, 16-13, one of the largest 
gas discoveries in Alberta Fur- 
ther north, Shell-West Olds No. A- 
16-15 made another wet gas find. 

First indication of oi] in the area 
came when Home-Federated, Cana- 
dian Superior and Shell drilled Ber- 
gen Unite No. 11-18. The well found 
@ smal] quantity of gas and a 23-foot 
oi] Day zone. 

At Sundre, Hudson's Bay found 
commercia] oi] production 10 miles 
north of the Unit No, 11-18 discov- 
ery. Then a well drflled on pooled 
acreage found commercial oi] at 
Westward Ho.

CORN LEAF APHIDS: Following 
is more information on this insect 
which is presently creating a real 
problem in this locality: 


Malathion, a new and powerful 
insecticide does an effective job of 
killing the laigest part of the aphid 
population, It is necessary that the 
spray come in contact with the aphid 
to kill them. Hence the use of 10 
gallons water per acre with fairly 
high pressure to penetrate the rolled 
up leaves. Adjust booms to travel 
about one foot above the average 
height of grain. Since Malathion 
is obtained in 50, 80 and 90 percent 
concentrations it may confuse you 
to know how much to use per acre: 
Use these proportions: 

Malathion 50% use 34 to 1 pint 
per acre. 80°; use 's to “< pint per 
acre, 90% use ‘s to '» pint per acre. 
Add the above material which a- 
mounts to 10 ounces technical Mala- 
thion per acre to 10 gallons of water 
to treat each acre, Recent rains 
and cooler weather should serve to 
wash down some aphids and reduce 
population and also increase and 
stimulate barley development. 

After heading is complete further 
damage should be _ insignificant. 
Greenfeed oats may also be attacked. 
Following are some outlets hand- 
ling Malathion: National Grain 
Elevators, Green Cross at Calgary 
and Red Deer, Allied Chemicals at 
Calgary, Niagara Brand Spray at 
Calgary, Chipman Chemicals at Ed- 
menton and Lethbridge. The best 
advice that I can offer is that you 
keep a close check on late maturing 
barley and oats and then make your 
own decision whether to spray o1* not 
to spray in the light of what I have 
told you.

Frittered Away? 


Seventy-seven per cent of United 
| States wheat tarmers have voted 
| for turther restrictions in the acre- 
‘age to be sown to wheat in order to 
| qualify tor a support price of $1.81 a 
| pushel for the 1956 crop. 

The practice of allowing some far- 
‘mers to decide by their votes what 
“crops other farmers should be al- 
lowed to grow, is becoming quite 
common in the western world; and 
'js one of the dark spots on horizon 
fof present day agriculture. 
| If agriculture is to perform its 
} function of feeding the world, and 
‘if the farmers are to perform thei 
; duty of producing the crops human- 
, ity need and at the same time main- 
| tain the fertility of their land, every 
farmer must be free to grow the 
crops the world wants and in = the 
rotation that experience has shown 
his land requires, 

This new practice of allowing 
xroups of farmers or of government 
officials to determine what crops 
nay be grown in a country is a 
complete departure from the prin- 
ciples that have governed thos 
things in the past. As long as the 
farmers were free to decide for them 
selves what crops they would grow. 
they selected the crops they found 
most profitable, that is, the crops 
that humanity wanted grown and 
for which it would pay the best 
prices, always providing that such 
crops Were suited to the farmer's 
land. 

The free market was the farmer's 
guide in these matters, for it re- 
vealed, as nothing else could, what 
crops the world most wanted and 
how badly it wanted them, It did 
this by offering the best prices for 
the crops it wanted most. 

It has also resorted to the weird- 
est devices to get rid of its unsaleable 
surplus wheat. In order to create a 
searcity that would enable it to 
overcharge its Own citizens and the 
countries Which regularly trade with 
it, it is actually giving away wheat 
to countries that are not in the ha- 
bit of buying it 

The experience we have had with 
this kind of planning has been 
enough to give us some idea of what 
to expect if we allow the planners 
to get complete control of things. 

Our objections to the system are: 

1. 1t takes the planning of the 
country’s agricultura] production out 
of the hands of the sensible people 
who are willing to be guided by the 
open market; and puts it into the 
hands of the few whose aim is to 
manipulate the market, 

2. It attempts to create shortages 
with a view to influencing prices. 

3. It deprives the public of the 
reliable information on the supply 
and demand situation which only 
the open markets can furnish. 
| 4. It deprives the farmer of con- 
troleof his business and could easily

Nurseries next spring. This has 
been an exceptionally good year for 
transplanting and the stand is in]. 
very fine condition. 

The demand for shelterbelt trees 
in Alberta is on the increase. Nur- 
series have, over a long period of 
time, planned to accomodate this 
increase in popularity of farm shel- 
terbelts. However, few people real- 
ize the time and effort involved in 
growing these trees to a size suit- 
able for shipment. The evergreens 
which will be going out in the spring 
of 1956 were planted in 1952. The 
seed of spruce and pine are sown in 
seed frames where they remain for 
two years. At the end of the time, 
when they are 3 or 4 inches high, 
they are transplanted in nursery 
rows where they remain for an- 
other 2 - 3 years. Deciduous trees 
such as caragana, ash, elm. and 
Manitoba maple take 1 - 2 years to 
reach a size suitable for shipment. 

Although the supply wil] be good, 
orders are expected to be heavy it 
is therefore advisable that farmers 
order their trees soon. Order forms 
are available at this office now, and 
trees ordered now will be here for 
1956 plantings, Al] that is required 
is that the land where the trees are 
to be planted ts fallowed this year 
to ensure that it is free of perennial 
weeds, and a good moisture reserve 
is built up.
